The  number  of  children  who  attended  the  Centre 
for  the  first  time  during  the  year  was  109,  and  the  total 
number  of  children  who  attended  was  240.  The  total 
number  of  attendances  of  children  under  1 year  of  age 
was  1.864,  and  of  children  between  the  ages  of  1 and  5 
years  was  1,578. 

The  Health  Visitor  paid  228  first  visits,  and  a total 
of  1,281  visits  to  children  under  1 year  of  age,  and 
1,518  visits  to  children  between  1 and  5 years, 
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The  number  of  women  who  attended  the  Ante-natal 
Clinic  was  57,  representing  27.5  of  the  total  notified 
births  (live  and  still). 

In  consequence  of  the  change  made  by  the  County 
Council  in  making  the  cost  of  Maternity  Homes  a charge 
on  the  County  Kate,  the  Corporation  cancelled  the 
contract  with  the  Hull  Corporation  for  the  admission 
of  women  to  the  Hull  City  Maternity  Home.

The  Council  considered  the  question  of  making 
charges  for  the  removal  of  trade  refuse  under  Section 
73  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  It  was  resolved 
that  as  from  the  1st  January,  1938,  the  Council  under- 
take the  removal  of  trade  refuse  from  any  shop  within 
the  Borough  at  the  request  of  the  occupier  on  payment 
of  the  following  charges,  namely: — 6/-  per  quarter  for 
shops  producing  six  or  more  dust  bins  of  refuse  per 
week;  4/-  per  quarter  for  shops  producing  less  than  six 
and  more  than  one  bin  of  refuse  per  week;  and  in  the 
case  of  trade  refuse  removed  at  occasional  times  from 
shops,  the  occupiers  of  which  did  not  require  the  removal 
weekly,  or  in  the  case  of  the  removal  of  trade  refuse 
from  other  premises  at  the  discretion  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  5/-  per  load. 

The  occupiers  of  62  shops  within  the  Borough  had 
entered  the  scheme  at  the  beginning  of  1938.

(v.)  Smoke  Abatement. 

Smoke  observations  have  been  taken  at  regnlar 
intervals  tlirougliont  tlie  year,  and,  while  there  has  been 
no  statutory  nnisance,  steps  have  been  taken  to  persuade 
the  occupiers  of  two  factories  within  the  Borough  to 
take  certain  measures  to  prevent  the  possibility  of 
causing  a nuisance.  Works  of  alteration  are  still 
progressing  in  this  direction. 

(vi.)  Swimming  Baths. 

The  slipper  baths  are  open  all  the  year  round,  and 
the  number  of  persons  who  used  them  was  3,077. 

The  swimming  bath  was  opened  on  the  1st  May, 
and  during  the  year  the  Council  resolved  to  keep  open 
the  bath  on  certain  days  during  the  winter  months  for 
mixed  bathing.  The  number  admitted  to  the  bath 
during  the  year — exclusive  of  school  children  and  those 
holding  season  tickets — was  7,056. 

No  action  has  yet  been  taken  to  provide  a modern 
bath,  and  there  exists  no  provision  whatever  for  the 
systematic  filtering  and  cleansing  of  the  water,  which  is 
changed  three  times  each  week. 

(vii.)  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

During  the  j^ear  the  Council  considered  a report  on 
the  disinfestation  of  houses  and  bedding  in  view  of  the 
large  amount  of  slum  clearance  to  be  effected.  It  was 
decided  to  have  houses,  bedding  and  furniture  dis- 
infested when  evidence  of  vermin  was  found,  the 
methods  being : — 

(a)  Thorough  cleansing  and  disinfestation  of  all 

bedding  and  mattresses. 

(b)  The  destruction  of  old  filthy  and  verminous 

bedding  and  furniture  where  it  was  im- 
possible to  disinfest  them  properly. 

(c)  The  spraying  of  infested  furniture  with  a 

suitable  insecticide. 

(d)  The  fumigation  of  the  houses  by  sulphur. 

Seven  verminous  liouses  were  disinfested  during  the 
year,  one  of  these  being  a house  belonging  to  the  Council, 
and  the  other  six  being  privately  owned. 


4.  Schools. 

All  schools  are  supplied  with  Corporation  water  and 
gas,  except  St.  John’s  R.C.  School,  which  has  electric 
light. 

The  sanitary  conveniences  at  St.  Mary’s  Grirls’,  the 
Minster  Boys’  and  the  Minster  Girls’  Schools  require 
reconstruction. 

All  the  elementary  schools  w^ere  disinfected  during 
each  holiday,  and  the  eaves,  spouts  and  gullies  cleansed.

TTiere  were  38  cases  of  scarlet  fever  as  compared 
with  63  ill  1936  and  50  in  1935,  and  17  cases  of 
diphtheria  as  compared  with  88  in  1936  and  17  in  1935. 
The  scarlet  fever  was  again  mild  in  type,  and  there 
were  no  deaths.  There  were  three  deaths  from  diphtheria 
at  the  East  Riding  Isolation  Hospital,  a man  aged  32, 
and  two  girls  aged  5 years  and  9 years  respectively.

I have  raised  no  objections  to  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
being  kept  at  home  where  proper  nursing  attention  was 
available,  as  I am  convinced  that  children  do  equally 
well  at  home  under  favourable  conditions. 

There  were  three  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum, 
and  all  were  sent  to  the  Hull  City  Hospital,  where  one 
died.  This  was  a premature  baby  born  in  Beverley 
but  belonging  to  Hull. 

AVe  experienced  an  extensive  epidemic  of  influenza 
in  January  and  February,  and  this  caused  a considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  during  those  months. 
All  hough  only  9 were  directly  attributed  to  influenza, 
I have  no  doubt  that  many  more  were  accelerated  by  it. 

There  have  been  an  unfortunate  number  of  cases 
of  pemphigus  neonatorum,  and  three  have  proved  fatal. 
All  have  occurred  in  the  practice  of  midwives,  and  the 
control  of  the  spread  of  contagion  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  County  Authorities. 

The  following  bacteriological  examinations  were 
carried  out: — Swabs  from  the  nose  and  throat,  74; 
Specimens  of  sputum,  52;  other  specimens,  9. 

The  Council  has  approved  a scheme  for  the 
immunisation  of  children  against  diphtheria,  and  this 
has  received  the  sanction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Education.  An  appeal  is 
now  being  made  to  parents  by  means  of  circulars,  and 
it  is  impossible  to  state  what  response  will  be  received. 
As  soon  as  sufficient  children  have  accepted  treatment, 
1 shall  commence  a special  clinic  for  the  purpose.

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VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  the 
year  was  230,  giving  a birth  rate  of  16.2  per  1,000 
population,  as  compared  with  a total  of  229  and  a rate 
of  16.1  in  1936.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  14.9. 

The  still  birth  rate  was  45.6  per  1,000  total  births. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  187,  giving  a 
death  rate  of  13.2  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 
In  1936  the  number  was  200  and  the  rate  14.1. 

There  were  26  deaths  of  Beverley  residents  which 
took  place  outside  the  Borough.  Of  these  deaths,  21
